Austin, Tex., May 14.—The present 
infestations of rats and mice is re­ 
sponsible more than anything else for 
the great number of barns which are 
destroyed by fire, in the 
opinion 
of 
Commissioner F. C. W einert, of the 
Bureau of M arkets and Wa?-ehouse: 
Commenting upon the report of the 
state fire insurance commission that 
70 barns were destroyed 
during th 
month of April, he says: “The farmer 
who uses all means at hts command to 
catch and kill rats and mice. who al­ 
lows nothing but safety matches on 
his place, and who 
enforces a 
rule 
against smoking about the aam , will 
have done all that can be done to pre­ 
vent the burning of his barn. 
“Every farm in this state has beer 
infested with rats and mice the pa t 
winter. 
More rats and mouse trap,< 
were sold in the stores than during 
any other three years of Texas his­ 
tory. 
Add this to the growing care­ 
lessness with matches, and you have 
the reason for the fires.’’
